In approving the negotia- 
tion for expansion, Commis- 
sioner Bill Bailey asked that 
final plan be brought before 
the city before the purchase 
is finalized. 

George L. Williams, in pre-

The Cemetery now, Wil- 
liams said, has enough space 
to perhaps fill the needs for 
90 days. 

In the plans under consid- 
eration, Port Mayaca Groves 
would immediately make 500 
lots available which should 
las for two years, Williams 
said. The agreement would call 
for additional land to be turn- 
ed over to the Cemtery trustees 
as it is needed from the Groves 
up to 25 acres. At the present 
rate of use, Williams said, this 
should provide for the next 
$0 years. 

In the expansion plan if 
finalized, lot cost will double 
from present $50 to $100. 
Half of this cost, Williams said 
will go to the Groves which 
will develop the site, pave the 
streets, and provide a new en- 
trance way, Purchased in this 
way the additional land will 
be $25,000 an acre but develop- 
ment cost will take 75% of 
this, he said,

LAW VS. IRRESPONSIBILITY 


Addressing the Internation- 
al Association of Police Chiefs 
in September, President John- 
son spoke out concerning the 
riots that the nation has suf- 
fered this summer. "Much can 
explain," he said, "but noth- 
ing can justify the riots of 
'1967." He pointed out that 
“they damage the respect and 
the accommodation among men 
on which civilized society ul- 
} timately depends and without 
which there can be no progress 
toward social justice.” 

The public can be thankful 
that Mr. Johnson at last had 
firm words for the rioters, but 
Americans cannot ignore the 
fact that the condemnation 
comes very late. Moreover, 
Mr. Johnson's words would be 
more meaningful if the Justice 
Department and other agen- 
cies of the federal government 
had been advised to take the 
same line. 

It happens, however, that 
the Justice Department, un- 
der Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark, 
has taken a very soft line to- 
ward the rioters and others 


who preach strife or engage in 
civil disobedience. When Stoke 
1$ Carmichael was raising the 
roof earlier this summer.

gering violence the 


country, Mr. Clark and his as- 
sociates apparently couldn't 
find a law to cover his un- 
American activities. 

When the South was going 
through some turmoil a de- 
cade ago, the Justice Depart- 
ment always seemed able to 
find some obscure post-Civil 
War statute that effectively 
shut up people the Department 
didn't favor. Now that the 
Black Power movement is busy 
burning cities and causing riots 
the Justice Department is 
strangely helpless. 

Many Americans con- 
clude that Mr. Johnson's speech 
to the police chiefs is only the 
smallest of beginnings. What 
is needed is for the President 
to set about creating a wholly 
new atmosphere regarding law 
and law enforcement. The po- 
lice need а good word по! 
once every four years but on 
a continuing basis. The White 
House needs to let it be known 
that no group of Americans, 
mo minority in our country, is 
above'the law or exempt from 
its. provisions. 

The rios in Newark and 
Detroit, for example, resulted 
in losses totaling many mil- 
lions of dollars. The rioters 
achieved as much destruction

as an enemy of the U. S. 
might have achieved with aer- 
ial bombardment. Blocks of 
stores and homes were gutted.

Therefore, it is the duty of the 
President to make it crystal 
clear that those who burn and 
loot are enemies of the Amer- 
ican people. 

The President of the Unit- 
ed States also owes it to the 
people to exert leadership in up 
holding law and order. This 
means, for example, that the 
President should not hesitate to 
challenge those organizations 
which foster strife and disorder 
and give encouragement to civil 
disobedience. This kind of lea- 
dership has to be exercised, not 
only with respect to the wild 
Black Power groups that mas-

In a small secluded laboratory in the hills not far from 
Tallahassee a group of dedicated scientists and technicians 
are working day and night on a closely guarded secret pro- 
ject a ROBOT TEACHER. 

The first hint that such a project was under way came 
through a slip of the tongue at a recent Republican cocktail 
Party. Indications are work has been going on for some 
months and the robot is nearing operational status. 

We questioned one of the scientists, who is working 
оп the robot and although we can't quote him, he indicat- 
ed the project is being sponsored by someone high in our 
state government, and the projects code name is C.L.A.U. 
DE, 

An FEA spokesman denied thtere could be such a pro- 
ject and indicated that even if there was опе, the robot 
would not be eligible for membership. A Classroom Tea- 
cher's spokesman indicated that his group would be inter- 
ested in talking to the robot. 

The robot will be programmed to teach a given sub- 
ject 365 days a year on one set of batteries, the quality of 
his teaching will be uniform and he will not be program- 
med to complain or to strike. Robots failing to pass quality 
control will be placed in other fields, 

In comparing the robot with a human teacher we 

found a few things lacking such as compassion, love, under- 
standing and the ability to look at every child as an individ- 
ual. These traits are thought to be necessary by some, but 
Others think only in terms of the moncy the robots will 
save. 
Of course the robot development could lead to its use 
in other fields such às government, perhaps we could have 
a robot legislature of even a robot governor. This is some- 
thing for us to think about, for we are not quite as indispen- 
sable as we might believe. 

I doubt if any of us would want our children taught 
by robot teachers programmed by the state, I also doubt 
that we want our children taught by flesh and blood teachers 
programmed by self interest power groups.

FROM A MARINE VIETN 
The Danger Is At Night 


1 am finally in the war. I've 
been here for three days, and 
have done nothing other than 
lo try to get oriented to the 
area, and to our battalion's 
mission, 

Our combat’ base sits in a 
valley southwest of Danang. 
We are isolated to the extent 
that all supplies are brought 
im by helicopter. The roads 
leading to our area are con- 
trolled by Viet Cong and North 
Vietnam Army Troops. Sup- 
plies arrive in great quantities 
however. As incongruous as it 
seems, our vast effort manages 
lo give us bot chow and fresh 
milk, to say nothing of the am- 
munition, medical supplies, 
fuel, and the thousands of 
other items necessary for war. 

In only the few days that I've 
been here I've watched F-4 
supersonic jets make strikes on 
enemy positions in this valley. 
I've heard hundreds of artil- 
lery rounds fired at suspected 
enemy positions. I've watched 
а company return to the com- 
bat base — tired and frustrat- 
ed after a two day operation 
which netted one dead Viet 
Cong (VC) and four wound- 
ed marines. 

Ive yet to have my first 
personal contact with the en- 
emy in this strange war, but 
as this battalion continues to 
accomplish its mission of clear- 
ing this valley (or at least cur-

‘The danger lies generally at 
night, insofar as defending this 
base. Therefore this base is a 
fortress, ringed by fortified 
bunkers, backed up by tanks 
and artillery. If needed we 
could have vast amounts of 
air support within minutes of 
our call. The enemy knows 
this, and is reluctant to attack 
this base. That's the strange 
thing about this war — we 
fight the enemy on HIS terms, 
when and where he chooses to 
fight, they hide during the day 
and move at night. I suppose 
that whenever they feel that 
they are strong enough, they 
will try to take this base, It 
will cost them dearly for their 
efforts. 

It is difficult to understand 
this war. We have fought this 
type of action before in Ni- 
caragua and Guatamala years 
ago, but never on this pheno- 
menal scale, the communist 
tactic is to hit and run; strike 
only when it is in their favor; 
and to attempt to grind us 
down. 

1 do not question Ње neces- 
sity for this conflict, because I 
am a professional Marine and 
Patriotic American. But I caa 
understand the futility of the 
public in trying to compre- 
hend why we are here. I guess 


the war is one of containment. 
If so, we are winning. If we 
ever allow the communist to 
take this country, they'll soon 
have all of Southeast Asia. 

Make no mistake about it: 
Once you strip away the fancy 
and noble statements about pro 
tecting these people from com- 
munism, you have left only 
the justifiably selfish motive of 
protecting ourselves from the 
communist scourge and 
this we MUST do by contain- 
ing the spread of commun- 
ism. 

Our efforts and means at 
time seem amateurish, but we 
are really new at this game. 
But if you need proof of the 
success of what we are trying 
to do, recall the situation in 
Korea some fourteen to seven- 
teen years back. There we 
took a stand. We decide that 
we could not allow the com- 
munists to take South Korea. 
It was expensive, but it paid 
off. South Korea is a demo- 
cracy and strongly pro-western. 
Not having lost South Korea 
to communism, we kept the 
communist influence in Japan 
and other far eastern countries 
to a minimum. 

Is it worth it? You bet it is! 
We still love our freedom, and 
we must accept the fact ibat 
it is costly to maintain this 
precious commodity.
